EVANSTON COLLEGE. 


University Discipline in General. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sin: The skirmish which has been going on 
in your columns in regard to university-dis- 
cipline at Evanston opens the way fore free dis- 
cussion of the broader topic of university-dis- 
cipline in general, and I should be glad if you 
would allow me to present a few thoughts upon 
the subject. 

It is only recently that the idea that young 
men in college should be subject to no rules, 


has gained a foothold in this country. It is not 
of indigenous growth; but was borrowed from 
the German universities. We Americans, ass 
nation, are not over-discrimipating in our im- 
portations. We are apt to forget how much cir- 
cumstances alter cases. The German mind, beld 
in check by a strong wilitary Government, which 
makes of every man a sclaier; and subject be- 
forehand to the severe discipline of tie 
gymnasium,—bas a right, peruaps, to the 
relief of a free university. In a country so des- 
potic, it is perhaps well that a stand should 
somewhere be made for absolute freedom ; but 
our own country, to-day, is very differently situ- 
ated. We have already, we are wont to beheve, 
the freest institutions in the world; and still 
there ia a spirit abroad clamoring for progress 
from that qualified freedom which is lLberiy to 
that absolute freedom which conservative people, 
at least, call licerge. On the one hand, we 
have @ small, but very able and determined, 
body of men who are makiug it the burden of 
their lives to establish in reiig:ous matters that 
absolute freedom from authoclty. humaa or di- 
vine, which they call Free leligion, Oa the 
other hand, allied by tho ciosest ties yf principle, 
we have a .arger body of men and women, with 
far less prestige, it is true, but with even more 
aud euthusiaem, laboriag ig season 

apd out of season for tha; absolute social free- 

dom whica is known as Free Love. Both these 

facWons are Making @ desperate struggie fu. ex-

_. HE RAILROAD LAW. 
Its Operatien at Cranston. 


To tha Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 2 
Evans rox, Dee. 3, 17. 

Asso many other “‘eountry towne” seem to 
be siring their grievances against the Railroad 
Law of this State, Evanstou has also a small 
point to throw into the scales against it. 

A smal! produce and feed merchant here tells 
me that he pays about $10 more for hauling a 
car load of feed for our suburban horses from 
thecity now than he did before the law went 
iato operation, and for bringing prodcce from 
some of the country shipping poiuts north tow- 
ards Wisconsin, he pays two or three times 
the old rates, And = there is no pretense of 
complaiat against Railroad Company as 
charging more than the law says it must. 

Now, if the law makes the Company char 
higner freight than it dd when free to fix 
its own rates, and maxes me pay the difference, 
I very naturally dislike the la , and shall vote for 

ators — 72 ites for its appeal at the 
tirst opportunity that offers. 

Abd this g — the inquiry as to who does 
pay the treigh oa shipmeuts; the producer or 
ihe consumer? Our case here is, perhaps. a 
fair test. The buyer-and-seller here says he 

no less for what he gots in the city or 12 in 
Lake County because frieght is higher. 
certaimly the freight doesn’t come out of the 
producer in one direction, or the wholesale dealer 
ip the other, The retail dealer pays it, and 
charges it up to the buyer at retail, the con- 
sumer. And the consumer pays it, every cent 
of it, but ha no one to charge it over to but the 
law that increases the freighis at 80 Many points 
through the State. 

This law, then, seems to challenge every con- 
sumer to become its enemy from the strongest 
of all motives that influence business action: 
the pocket-book motive. And it becomes 
eqeally apparent tha: the great body of pro- 
ducers in this State Lave made a serious mistake 
in fighting and wrestling with freights on tie 
suppositéon that high freiguts make first prices 
low, and that low freiguts make firat prices 
high. In the first case the consumer pays the 
extra freight, and in the second case he gets the 
benefit of the low freight. So thas, even if this 
ecceatric law, on a gland average of the Stace, 
worked a reduction of freights, it would be 
wholly in the interest of the cousumers, not the 
producers. And, therefore, as it now stands, 
nobody is interested in retaining it but the Com- 
missioners aud atiorneys who ave about to fa

Sm: Constant reading of Tus Tarsus for 
years induces me to think there 1s no better way 
of securing a redress of grievances than by 
making them known to it, and, through it, to its 
host of honest readers. N

to oppose a law which went into force with such 
a glad clapping of hands as did the Illinois Rail- 
road law. But, now that it seems to engage the 
adverse attention of good thiukers at home and 
abroad, and of actual and candid experimenters 
throaghovt the State, let me add an item or 
two. 

It works against this town. partly because the 


shippers are mostly small; and partly because it 


would, v ichout it, now get competition-raies to 
your city by the new road. Aud I think it mast 
ipjure every town whose trade is small, as com- 
with larger towns at u greater 
rom wholesale centres, because it does 
nos prohibit carrying larger quantities 
over greater distances for lesa money. Ia 
all the tangled prohibitions of its third section, 
it seems so to couple quantity and distance that 
only when one or the other is equal as to the 
22 or distance ot some rival shipment, is 
ere really any restraint upon os, Itseems 
to modify the pro-rata rates by quaatity and dis- 
tance in such @ manner that, of two rival towns 
upon the same road, if the farther one can make 
the er shipments and order the larger bills 
at g it gets the trade of the legitimate pat- 
rons of the nearer town, because it gets better 
freight-terma, and can, therefore, pay mare for 
what it buys, and sell cheaper what it has to sell. 
The law, in effect, as to towns, pits the greater 
against the less; and, as to rival shippers or 
receivers of the same town, it gives the lar 
operator a very marked advartage over the oe 
dealer, by giving lower rates to larger quantities. 
This is one of those unjust discriminations ” 
which this curious law not only does not prohioit, 
but actually enforces. It pits places against 
each other with warm encouracement 
of monopoly on the part of the stronger. 
It encourages, by absolute commandment, the 
vig fish of a town to swallow the minnows. And, 
at points of former competition, it transfers the 
cutting-under process from the roads to the cit- 
igens, If I want to load but two ca it costs me 
more than one-fifth of what it does the man 
t of legitimate oompotitio A reeog- 
nize its justioe; but it is a © discrimination ” of 
the law, to be ébforced by penalties against me. 
But, while it enforces, in this particular, just 
the result which usually happens in towns upon 
a single line, it carefully cuts off the relief which 
here now, as well as at other 3 competing 
lines would afford small shippers, It is certainly 
not the law it was thought to be.

cpr. FRY AT ST. CHARLES. 
Letter from Col. Graham N. Fitche- 


Full Confirmation of the Siaic-. 


ments Published in The Chicago 

Tribune. 2 

The following letter was printed in the Chicago 
Times of yesterday. It will be seen that it fully 
confirms the statements given in Tut Tarsune 
relative tothe affair at St. Charles, and com- 
plecely demolishés the counter-statements made 
by the Times. The letter being conclusive ds to 
Fiy’s conduct the occasion referred to, the 
Times udeeesarily refrains from any further at- 
tempt at denial or palliation of that conduct : 


To the Editor: 
Thoygh averse to keeping alive the feelings on- 

gendered by the late civil war, as tending to pre- 
vent that cordial reunion and fellowship between 
the North and South which all of both sections 
should desire, I must ask the favor of your col- 
umus to make brief reference to acts of one day 
during that viz.: Juue 10, 1352, This ref- 

erence is rendered necessary, in my judgment, 

in Justice to myrelf and thé troops under my 
command on that day at St. Charles, Ark., by 
(he manner in which h are mentioned in a 
communication to the Times of the Ist inst., 

over the name of James G. Blanchard. It pur- 
ports to bes refutation of the charge of inhu- 
manity againts the late Capt. Fry.“ First, per- 
mite me to say, I must not be classed with tuose, 

if such there be among American citizens, who 
desire “to bolster upthe cause of the Spaniards,” 
You cannot detest their cause and course more 
cordially thau they are detested by me. Fry, 

notwithstanding lis conduct at St. Charles, was, 

after the cessation of the war, an American citi- 
zeu, and, as such, entitled to the protection of 
Bat that fact does not lessen 

the guiltof his conduct at the time and place 
mentioned. He was then and there guilty of in- 
Luman and unsoldierly conduct in ordering the 
shooting of Federal sailors, the crew of the gun- 

boat Mound Oity, after they were scalded by 
steam from their own disabied and while 
struggling in the river unarmed, and many de- 
claring their surrender. Of this fact there are 


too many living witnesses, among them some 500 


Indiana troops, to permit successiul denial by 
any posthumous statements of Fiy, however in- 
dorsed. The firing was witnessed by hundreds; 
it occurred under Fry's eye; was done by men 
under his command, who descended the bluc 
from his lower battery over obstructions —— 
in the way of apy ass force from below. 
Some of these men, after that ba:tery was cap- 
tured by the Indiana troops (Porty-sixth Indiana 
Volunteers), were killed or captured as — 
were ing up the bluff to rejoiu the rest 
Fry's command. All the latter spoke of him as 
Colouel. Among the mortally wounded of these 
men was a Lieutenant, who gave his name and 
residence, admitted that he bad been with men 
of his company to the foot of the biuff, shootin

express order of Col, Fiy. Several prisoners cor- 
rovorated this testimony. When confronted by 
this.testimony, on one of the gunboats, whitber 
he had been sent wounded and a prisoner, Fry 
ceased his depial of haviug issued such order.

The blackguard articles of the Chicago Times 
in defense of Capt. Fry have finally called out 2 
letter from Col. Graham N. Fitch, of Indiaaa, in 
which the conduct of Fry, iu ordering his mon to 
fire on the sealded sailors struggling in the 
water of White Réver, is characterized in suitable 
terms.

It states that Fry was, on that occasion, “ guilty 
of inhuman and unsoldierly conduct in ordering 
the shooting of Federal sailors, the crew of the 
guaboat Mound City, after they were scalded by 
steam from their own disabled boat, and while 
struggling in the river unarmed, and many de- 
claring their surrender ;” and then proceeds to 
declare that, “Of this fact there are too many 
living witnessses, among them some 500 Indiana 
troops, to permit successful denial by any pos- 
thumous statements of Fry, however indorsed. 
The firing was witnessed by hundreds ; it occur- 
red under Fry’s eye; was done by men under his 
command ;” and a Rebel Lieutenant who was 
taken prisoner after being mortally wounded 
„admitted that he had been with men of his com- 
pany to the foot of the bluff, shooting the boat- 
men in the water; and stated, a short time before 
bis death, that he had done so by express order 
of Col. Fry. Several prisoners corroborated this 
testimony. When confronted by this testimony, 
on one of the gunbosts, whither he bad been 
sent wounded and a prisoner, Fry ceased his de- 
nial of having issued such order.”

PACIFIC RAILWAY SCHEMES. 

We now have assurances that the rumored raid 
on Congress by the Northern Pacific and Texas 
& Pacific Railroads to secure the Government 
guarantee of their bonds will certainly be made 
during the present session. When it comes, it wil) 
come with all the force of perfect organization, a 
powerful lobby, thorough familiarity with all the 
approaches to Congressional favor, and of a des- 
perate necessity that will stop at nothing essen- 
tial to success. It will also find Congress in a 
demoralized condition, ngf at all suited to fight 
against propositions that have money in them. 
Crowded with salary-grabbers who have no hope 
of re-election, and groggy with the results of 
the fall election, which betoken the breaking up 
of the Republican party, the majority of the 
present Congress will probably be more deaf to 
public opinion than its predecessor. 

Mo can see but one way in which this move- 
ment may be successfully resisted. A combi- 
nation of all the weaklings in the couniry, 
whether railroads or steamships, corporations or 
individuals, in a similar demand upon Congress 
for Government indorsement might bring the 
reductio ad absurdum to bear so forcibly as to 
produce confusion in the ranks of the subsidy- 


land, other railways, and even other Pacific rail- 
ways, that are just as much in need of Govern- 
ment assistance as Northern Pacific and Texas & 
Pacific, and whose claims are entitied to equal 
consideration. The Kansas Pacific has defaulted 
on ite first-mortgage bonds, having defaulted 
on the second mortgage from the begin- 
ning, and the Central Branch Union Pa- 
cific is said to be in a bad way. These 
are existing institutions, the maintenance of 
which is certainly as important as the building of 
new lines for which there is no present demand, 
and which, in case of Government guarantee, 
would only add to the present amount of arrear- 
ages. If the Goverument proposes to continue 
the subsidy business, it is in every way wiser 
that it should take steps to protect its own se- 
curity as second mortgages than that it should 
enlarge its existing liabilities. If any more risk 
is to be taken in railroad enterprises on the part 
of the Government, it is better to bolster up 
those concerns in which Government capital is 
already invested, with the hope of thereby get- 
ting it all back, than to distribute the public 
moneys among new railroads. But why stop 
with so-called Pacific railroads? There are 
scores of railroad enterprises throughout the 
country that are in the same condition as the 
Northern Pacific and the Texas & Pacific. Why 
should the Government become responsible for 
the debts of the latter and not for the debts of the 
formet? There is the Rockford, Rock Island 
& St. Louis Railroad, for instance, which, a 
couple of years ago, had to scale its indebtedness

Would it not be better and fairer 
for the Government to reimburse the people who 
have been swindled out of their money before 
they permit any more premature railroad enter- 
péises?

$13,000,000 in this way, and they might go be- 
fore Congress for indemnification with a much 
better claim than the managers of Northern 
Pacific and Texas & Pacific. 

But why stop at railways ? The States have a 
better claim upon the General Government than 
any railroad enterprises whatsoever, for their 
credit is, to some extent, the credit of the na- 
tion. Will the Government, then, assume the 
payment of Pacific Railway bonds and let North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Louisiana, Flofida, 
and Arkansas repudiate their State debts, thus 
bringing the good name of the American people 
into disrepute ? The indebtedness of the Northern 
Pacific already amounts to 629, 909, 387. 40; that of 
the Texas & Pacific is $5,139,222.02. Hereissome- 
thing more than $34,000,000 which the Govern- 
ment will be asked to assume at one gulp,— 
enough to afford relief to several Southern 
States and clear the market for a new lot of 
bond-issuers. Then why stop with the States 
any more than with the railroads? Why is Mr. 
Jay Cooke entitled to Government aid any more 
than Mr. Jobn Smith, or Mr. Tom Scott any 
more than Mr. Tom Jones? If the Government 
credit is to be pledged for the benefit of private 
enterprises, let us have a fair divide, Among 
the numerous financial remedies suggested in 
communications to Tun Trarscns lately is one 
recommending that the Government should 
issue $250,000,000 more greevbacks, and loan 
them out to individuals who can furnish 
security, in sums not exceeding $2,000 to an y 
one person. Now this is something like. When 
Government bangs out three balis and goes into 
the pawnbroker’s business, give us all a chance 
in these bard times. Therefore, we say that, 
when Northern Pacific and Texas & Pacific come 
before Congress for a Government guarantee, 
let all the repudiating States, all the bursted 
railroads, all the towns and counties that have 
voted aid, and everybody else that can furnish 
as good security as a second mortgage on a rail- 
road, come forward atthe same time.

THE STATE OFFICERS AND THE TAX LEVY. 

The Sprivgfield papers neglect to make any 
explanation of the conduct of the Auditor in 
levying a tax on the State at large for $1,122,000 
revenue in excess of the amount authorized by 
law. They ignore all reference to the Railroad- 
Aid law of 1869, when they know, as the whole 
State knows, that the whole assessment of 1873 
was changed for no other purpose than to pro- 
vide the means of paying that debt in part. The 
attempt to account for the conduct of the Au- 
ditor on the ground that he has done nothing 
but what the law required of him is too thin. 
Ever since the valuation of property by Assess- 
ors in this State has been required by law, their 
oath bas required of them a return of the 
“trae” and full value” of all property. That 
was tho law last year, and has been every year 
since Gen. Lippincott has been Auditor, just as 
much so as in 1873. The pretense that, in his 
whole action, he has been merely the executor 
of the law, as written in the statute-book, will 
hardly stand the test of a comparison with that 
law. The law governing his conduct in this 
whole matter reads as follows. The Revenue 
act of 1872 provides, Sections 118 and 120: 

118, The Governor, Auditor, and Treasurer shall 
annually, on the completion of the assessment and 
equalization of property, ascertain the rate per cent 
required to produce the amount of taxes levied by the 
General Assembly. 

120. The Auditor shall, annually, compute and cer- 
tify to the County Clerks such separate rates per cent 
as will produce the net amounts af State taxes author- 
ized to be levied, 


The Legislature, by act of May 8, 1878, pro- 
vided : 


vaiuation upon the taxable property in this State, the 
following sums for the purposes hereinafter set forth 
For genera! State purposes, to be „Revenue 
Fund.“ $2,500,000 upon the assesse l value of property 
for the year 1873, and §1,500,000 annually thereafter.

Under the law, the Governor is joined with 
the Auditor in the duty of fixing the rates per 
cent necessary to produce the revenue author- 
ized by law. The action of the Auditor must 
have the assent of the Governor, express or im- 
plied. Did Gov. Beveridge know that this levy 
exceeded the amount authorized by law, and did 
he know the purpose for which this $1,122,000 
excess of revenue was to be raised? If it was 
not raised in order to pay the interest on the 
railroad-aid debt, then what was it raised for? 
As one of the Springfield papers declares that the 
Governor will order out the militia to collect 
this tax, it would be well for him to ascertain the 
purpose to which the proceeds of the extra and 
unauthorized revenue is to be applied, so that 
he can include it in his proclamation calling out 
the militia. 

While on this subject it may not be untimely 
to recall the attention of the authorities at

SHAKSPEARE’S FACE AGAIN. 

Itis very evident that Mr. Page, the artist 
who has recently painted anew head of Shak- 
speare, of which a description has already been 
given in these columns, is not to be allowed to 
wear his laurels undisturbed. The Shak- 
spearian critics are already after him, and the 
sharpest among them is Mr. Charles G. Gray, 
who has printed in the Boston Advertiser a long 
analysis of Mr. Page’s thtory that Shakspeare 
had a large scar upon bis forehead, in thecourse 
of which he shows a strong probability, at least, 
that this is untrue. As Mr. Page's theory and 
portrait are attracting considerable attention, a 
general statement of Mr. Gray's position will 
also be of interest. Mr. Gray assumes, at the 
outset, that the Droeshout print, rude as it is, 
is the only suthoritative likeness in existence, 
and cites, in support of his assumption, the 
lines which Ben Jonson, who was intimately 
acquainted with the post, wrote : 

The Figure that thou here seest put 
It was for gentle Shakespeare ent; 
Wherein the Grever had a strife, 
With Nature to outdo the life, 


In addition to Jon son's testimony, he cites 
also the admissions of Heminge and Condell. 
who printed the firat edition of the plays, in 


Shakspeare,—a facterhich should carry con- 
siderable weight, as the admissions were made 
at a time when Shakspeare was well known 
to every one. As heither this print, the Strat- 
ford bust, nor the Chandos picture present any 
disfigurement of the brow, he assumes that there 
was none, or some of the painters and engrav- 
ers would have revealed it. Mr. Page rested 
his case very largely upon the 112th sonnet, 
more particularly the following lines : 

Your love to pity doth the impression fill 

Which vulgar scandal stamped upon my brow; 

For what care I who calls me well or ill, 

So you ober green my bad, my good allow? 

You are my all, the world and I must strive 

To know my shames and praises from my tongue, 
Mr. Gray contends that, to understand these 
lines, the 110th, 111th, and 112th sonnets must 
be read in connection, and then the meaning of 
the above becomes plain. The great majority of 
readers will agree with Mr. Gray when he says: 
“The poet evidently intends to say this: That 
her love and pity will the impression (that is, 
stamp or mark) fill (that is, satisfy or content) 
that vulgar scandal (that is, slander or detrac- 
tion) had stamped (that is, fixed) upon his 
brow (that is, his good name or character).” 
The absurdity of twisting Shakspeare’s words 
into such a meaning is shown by one or two 
very skillful literal applications.

Page is a conscientious and unostentatious ar- 
tist, who would be the last man in the world to 
be guilty of sensation. There is little doubt that 
he is acting honestly, and that in the painting of 
his picture he has utilized every possible re- 
source to which he could have access, with the 
sincere desire to produce a faithful likeneas of the 
poet. If he has erred in any of his assumptions, 
it is not owing to want of sincerity or honest 
labor. Those who Kngw Mr. Page will at least 
give him this much of credit. ,

PINCHBACE. 

The Louisiana case is again before Congress. 
In November, 1872, the election in Louisiana 
for President, Congressmen, Governor, and 
State Legislature was set aside by the action of 
Judge Durell, of New Orleans, by whose direc- 
tion the United States troops seized the State- 
House, dispossessed the State Government, and 
installed Kellogg as Governor and a Legisla- 
ture of the same kind. There were thus two 
sets of Presidential Electors, Congressmen, Leg- 
islatures, and State officers. Congress, in can- 
vassing the vote for President, rejected the vote 
of Louisiana from the count altogether. The 
Senate Committee subsequentiy reported that 
the whole election in Louisiana was a fraud; 
that the pretended canvass by which Kellogg 
and his friends were declared selected 
bad not the least semblance of le- 
gality. In these conclusions Senators Morton, 
Logan, Carpenter, Anthony, Alcorn, Hill, 
and Trumbull agreed. The Legislature called ſuto 
existence by Durell's orders and the interference 
of the military elected P. B. 8. Pinchback to the 
United States Senate. The Senate refused to 
admit him, the Com mittee having reported that 
the Legislature by which he claimed to have 
been elected was not a legal body. At the elec- 
tion in November, Pinchback was a candidate for 
Cougressman-at-Large, and was declared elected 
by the same fraudulent canvass of the vote. 

At the opening of Congress, the two sete of 
Congressmen presented themselves for admis- 
sion to the House. One set presented certifi- 
cates of election from Gov. Warmoth and the 
other from Gov. Kellogg. The House, by « 
strict party vote, admitted those having Kel- 
logg’s certificates, temporarily, until the 
Committee of Elections shali report. Pinch- 
back withdrew his claim, he not having abandoned 
the hope of being admitted to the Senate. 
When the United States troops and Judge 
Durell interposed in Louisiana, they made this 
man Pinchback Acting Governor, and the Presi- 
dent recognized him ae such. The whole dis- 
turbapce in Louisiana was in the interest of 
Pinchback; and the Republican party, from 
President down, have justified judicial usurpa- 
tion, forgery, perjury, and other heinous crimes 
in order to uphold this adventurer. The major- 
ity of the House would have voted to admit him 
to a seat had he not in person declined the vote, 
preferring to take his chance to make the same 
party admit him to the Senate. His right to 
one House is just as good as to the other, As 
to Pinchback himself, there is nothing remark- 
able about him. There are plenty of janitors of 
gambling-houses in Chicago having more abil- 
ity than he, and equally good right to a seat in 


the Senate. 
— — 


The Administrative Council of Geneva, in 
whose hands the disposition of the bequest of 
the late Duke of Geneva was placed, has at last 
made its report. The different items of the es- 
tate are given as follows: Vouchers for invest- 
ment in Russian, Turkish, Egyptian, and Chilian 
loans, and those of the Argentine Republic, 
18,616,000 francs ; bank-notes and gold, 83,276 
francs; horses and carriages, 19,435 francs; 
personal effects, 1,453 francs; and diamonds and 
jewelry, 1,854,234 francs. In addition to these, 
the American and German property remains to 
be estimated. Concerning the former, a state- 
ment is made which has a strangely famuliar 
sound, It seems that the Duke, some time ago, 
invested $375,000 in United States railway bonds, 
but the original company was unable to 
complete the line, and it was taken 
up by a new company, who offer to pay 
50 cents on the dolar. What balloon 
the Diamond Duke put his money into is not 
stated, but the investment has cost the City of 
Geneva $187,500. The newly-acquired wealth, 
which amounts to nearly $4,000,000, is to be ap- 
plied to various useful purposes, among them 
the extension of schools, the demolition of 
houses in the ancient quarter of the city, the 
repaving of streets, improvement of the 
cemetery and public buildings, and in additions 
to the collections of paintings and sculptures in 
the various museums. Worthless as the life of 
the old Duke was, he will have a lasting mouu- 
ment in these great works of improvement, and 
the money which he so carefully hoarded during 
his life has now gone where it will do the most 


good.

To repeal that 
portion of the bill relating to Congressional sal- 
aries, and leave Gen. Grant's pay at double what 
it was before, would be to concede the very point 
for which the increase was originally designed. 
We bave already explained that, if it be main- 
tained now that it is unlawful to diminish the 
salary of the President during the period for 
which he was elected, it was equally unlawful to 
increase it during the period for which he had 
been elected. The only portion of Senator 
Pratt’s bill which ought to be retained is that 
providing for the reduction from future pay of 
the excess already paid out.

Yesterday morning the mutilated body found 
in the river near the Twenty-second street bridge 
Wednesday morning was identified as that of 
William O’Brien, of No. 81 Sixteenth street, by 
hia wiie,.

Somehow or other, when a New York City 
Judge, jury, officer, Commissioner, or Deputy 
does his duty, the town isin an uproar of en- 
thusiasm ; newsboys sell out their extras for 
fabulous sums; citizens sit up late to congratu- 
late with citizens; and a buzz of admiration 
goes up from the whole country, over which the 
wires work in a delirium of excitement to spread 
the wondrous tale. It has come to be some- 
thing supernatural and beyond belief, for all 
for Judge, jury, officer, Gommussioner, and Dep- 
uty—to combine, and do each his duty in a sin- 
gie transaction; and no wonder, in these droop- 
ing days, that the sensation of the Tweed trial, 
verdict, conviction, and sentence, and the censure 
of bis counsel, has been a clear streak of silver 
for us, reviving something of the fumum and 
the strepitum, if it has not particularly affected 
the opes, of our Rome. 

Perhaps, say we, there are, after all, such 
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VIRTUE, AND TRUTH, AND JUSTICE. 
But what a courageous faith it has needed to 
believe steadfastly in their existence through 
these long years! It seems but yesterday that 
our Judges were not like Cmsar’s wife; when 
Executives, from principal to creature, were 
publicly bartered for on the street; when each 
juryman Carried bis tariff of prices, arranged in 
tabular form. about his neck, so that counsel. by 
the mere assistance of their forefinger, could 
easily arrive at his particular charge for a 
disagreement or an acquittal, in horizontal lines, 
uuder the various columns of Murder, Arson, 
Embezzlement, or Theft ; and when a candidate 
or admission to the Bar, on being asked to state 
the modus operandi of collecting money from 
the City of New York, stated it in these words: 
„SER BOSS TWEED!” 

It seems but yesterday that this one stout, 
cheery-faced individual, with a countenance like 
one of the Brothers Cheeryble, and a name that 
seemed to tell of plain, homespun, ingrain and 
sturdy honesty,—this tall, good-humored repro- 
bate, who carried his gwn carpet-bag, and never 
forgot a friend as long as there was a tax-payer.—
